GIFTS TO FOUR CHILDREN 


Retired Iron Manufacturer Divides His 
Fortune on Anniversary of 
His Marriage.

PITTSBURG, Sept, 16.—In a little pack- 


et at the plate of cach guest at the golden 
wedding anniversary of William H. Singer 
were favors which were worth $4,000,000 
each, chiefly in securities and deeds. 
There were four guests, and the favors 
therefore cost $16,000,000. The story of 
the remarkable little family dinner 
party and celebration came out to-day 


through the filing of certain papers at 
the Court House, although the dinner 
was given at the Singer home in Alle- 
gheny on May 27. The following children 
of Mr. Singer are the guests who re- 
ceived the generous favors: 

William Henry Singer, Jr., George Sing- 
er, Mrs. William Ross Proctor of Phila- 
delphia, and Miss Marguerite Singer. 

Mr. Singer has reached an age when, 
although still prominent in business and 
financial circles, he desires to see his chil- 
dren comfortably settled in life and to be 
relieved of the cares of his large fortune. 
He entered the steel business as the head 
of the Singer & Nimick Company at a 
time when fortunes were quickly made in 
that business. 

The company grew until it became one 
of the most prosperous in the Pittsburg 
district, and when the United States Steel 
Corporation wag formed it was taken over 
for a big sum For a number of years 
Mr. Singer took an active part in the af- 
‘fairs of the Steel Corporation as a Di- 
rector, 

He was a great friend of the late 
Charles Lockhart, the Standard Oil mag- 
nate, and when the latter decided to pre- 
sent to each of his children checks for 
$1,000,000 at a birthday celebration the idea 
appealed to Mr. Singer. He followed his 
friend’s example in disposing of his eés- 
tate and providing for his children, ex- 
cept that instead of giving each $1,000,- 
000 he gave them $4,000,000 each. 

Of the children, William Henry Singer, 
Jr., cares nothing for business, and his 
whole life is wrapped up in art. He has 
painted a number of good pictures, and In 
Norway, where he expects to remain in- 
definitely, he “hopes to find ample sub- 
jects. 

The other son, George, has followed in 
his father's footsteps, and is one of the 
prominent steel men of the city. 

Mrs. William Ross Proctor is the wife 
of a Philadelphia arcnitect, living in a 
suburb of that city, while the youngest 
daughter, Miss Marguerite, lives at home 
and devotes much of her time to charita- 
ble work. 


$50,000 BEQUEST TO YALE. 


Mrs. Townsend’s Will Gives This Sum 
in Memory of Her Son. 


UWnder the will of Mrs. Jane A. Town- 
send, widow of Randolph W. Townsend, 
who died at Holbrook Grange, near Rug- 
by, England, on Aug. 20, Yale University 
benefits to the extent of $50,000, which is 
to be applied to- the endowment of a Pro- 
fessoyship of History, to be named, in 
memoty of the testatrix’s dead son, “ The 
Randolph |W. Townsend, Jr., Professor- 
ship of History.” A number of public 
bequests were made by Mrs. Townsend. 
They are: 

Fifteen thousand dollars to the Presby- 
terian Hospital to endow three free beds in 
memory of two deceased sons, Randolph W, 
Townsend, Jr., and Harmon Townsend, and 
@ deceased daughter, Emma L. Norton. 

Thirty-four thousand five hundred dol- 
lars to the Presbyterian Home for Aged 
Women in the City of New York, in pur- 
suance of an agreement dated Dec. 12, 1905. 

Ten thousand dollars to the Presbyterian 
Church, University Place. 

Ten thousand dollars to the New York 
Exchange for Women's Work of the City of 
New York, Forty-third Street and Madison 
Avenue. 

Ten thousand dollars to the Rev. 8, De- 
lancy Townsend, rector--of All Angel’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church, West Eighty- 
first Street. 

The yetition which accompanied the 
will, both of which were filed in the 
Surrogates’ office yesterday, gave the 
value of Mrs. Townsend's estate as be- 
ing more than $10,000 in real estate, 
while the worth of her personal property 
was put down as unknown. Under the 
will the testatrix specifically disposes of 
about $350,000. The chief beneficiary is 
Mrs. Mary Norton Perkins, daughter of 
the testatrix, who is also named as ex- 
ecutrix. She recéives all her mother’s 
jewelry, personal ornaments, silverware, 
bric-&a-brae, and household effects, as 
well as $32,000, the residue of the estate 
of her father, Cephas H. Norton, who 
was Mrs. Townsend’s first husband. 

Besides this, Mrs. Perkins is to receive 
her mother's estate, the income from 
$75,000 for life, with disposing power as 
to $50,000, the balance reverti to the 
residuary estate. Bequests re also 
made to relatives and servants of the 
dead woman. Mrs. Townsend’s home in 
this city was at 18 West Seventy-third 
Street.

Cannon Says He Got His Tariff Policy 
from the President.

INDEPENDENCE, Kan., Sept. 16.—An- 
nouncing that he had come to heip his 
friend, Representative Philip P. Campbell, 
Speaker Cannon entered the Kansas cam- 
paign to-day. Campbell has been at- 
tacked severely because he has been one 
of Cannon's loyal supporters in the House, 
and has helped to uphold the “ stand- 
pat”’ tariff policy. The Speaker declared, 
in a speech at the Auditorium to-day, 
that President Roosevelt had suggested 
this policy. 

After saying he wanted to help Camp- 
bell, the Speaker read to the audience a 
telegram announcing the renomination of 
Congressman Tawney of Minnesota, and 
expressed his satisfaction. 

He went on to say that he had been ac- 
cused of being a ‘‘standpatter.”” Two 
years ago he and Congressman Campbell 
of Kansas had a conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and thé President insisted 
that that was no time to bring on a tariff 
fight in Congress; that it should be 
staved off until the conditions were more 
favorable. The Speaker declared he helped 
to stave off the fight because of this 
agreement, and yet he was the only one 
to get the blame. 

It is asserted that in coming to Kansas 
Cannon disregarded an expressed wish 
of Judge Taft. Speaker Cannon is said 
to have received a telegram from Judge 
Taft saying that the Democrats of the 
State were apathetic, and should not be 
aroused, as they might be by Mr. Cannon, 
with his aggressive manner of speech. 
The National Committee is supposed to 
have asked Mr. Taft to intervene, but the 
Speaker has followed the plans mapped 
out for him by the Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee. 


LUNATICS IN FIRE PANIC. 


100 Patients In Long Island Asylum 
Rescued with Difficulty. 


“TI never want another job like that,” 
said Dr. Orville J. Wilsey, Superintendent 
of the Long Island Home for the Insane, 
at Amityville, L. IL, after the last of 
nearly a hundred insane patients of both 
sexes had yesterday been removed safely 
from the central building, which was 
ablaze. The institution is one of the 
largest private asylums on Long Island. 
Its patients are mostly members (of 
wealthy families, and are called 
‘ guests,” restraint being used only so 
far as necessary for safety. Neverthe- 
less some of the inmates are said to be 
lunatics of dangerous character. 

The fire started in a room in the tower 
of the main building, and spread rapidly. 
Quickly summoning his corps of physi- 
clans; and attendants, Dr. Wilsey began 
the task of leading out nearly one hun- 
dred insane persons, wrought up to the 
highest pitch of excitement by the fire, 
which could not be fought until the last 
inmate was removed. Most of them 
proved tractable, but others were carried 
The women inmates, 
with the exception of a Mrs. Powell of 
Brooklyn, who strayed away, were all led 
to the Brunswick Home, a neighboring 
institution for the insane. The men were 
taken to another building. 

After the inmates had been removed 
the management began fighting the fire, 
and conquered it after the central por- 
tion of the main building had been 
burned, with a loss of from $15,000 to 
$20,000. 


BRIDE WAITS AT THE ALTAR. 


Bridegroom Fails to Appear and Can- 
not Be Found.

BASTPORT, L, I., Sept. 17.—The failure 
of young J. Murray of this place to ap- 
pear in church at 2 o'clock yesterday 
when he was to have been married to 
Miss Edna Tuthili, the 20-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Edward Tuthill, 
caused a sensation here and sent the 
bride into hysterics. Miss Tuthill had 
reached the altar, the church was crowd- 
ed with invited guests, the minister was 
waiting, and still young Murray failed to 
appear. 

Then both the bride and her parents, 
who had been worried for a half hour, -be- 
came genuinely alarmed, and a relative of 
the girl was dispatched to try and locate 
the young man. .The messenger returned 
with the news that Mr. Murray had dis- 
appeared the night before. 

Miss Tuthill was prostrated by the 
news, and the affair has created consid- 
erable talk here. The whereabouts of 
Murray, who had been a close friend of 
Miss Tuthill for more than a year, and 
who had only recently been atcepted by 
the young woman, are still unknown. 


SULZER’S PARK ASSIGNS. 


Nine Mechanics’ Liens Against the 
Harlem River Resort. 


The Harlem River Park Amusement 
Company, which has conducted Sulzer’s 
Harlem River Park, at 126th Street and 
Second Avenue, made an assignment yes- 
terday to Charles O, Maas, the deed be- 
ing signed by Ernest Sulzer, Treasurer of 
the company and a son of Herman Sulzer, 
who founded the business and who died 
in 1901. Mr. Sulzer refused last night to 
discuss the assignment. 

The Harlem River’ Park Amusement 
Company was incorporated before the 
death of the elder Mr. Sulzer, with a capi- 
tal of $100,000, and upon the death of Mr. 
Sulzer, his widow, Catharine, obtained a 
controlling interest in the company, and 
Ernest Sulzer undertook the management 
of the enterprise. 

On Nov. 21 last a fire destroyed the 
buildings of the park, and shortly after- 
ward the company rebuilt, erecting a pre- 
tentious concrete’ building. At the time 
it is said that $100,000 worth of bonds 
were issued, secured by mortgages on the 
leases and fixtures. It is said, too, that

E.R. CHAPMAN & C0. 


Stock Exchange Firm Says Em- 
ploye Got Proceeds of Cus- 
tomer’s Five Checks. 


LEHMAN A. COOPER MISSING 


Manager of Firm’s Uptown Office— 
Chapman & Co. Say Trust Company 
Which Accepted Checks Is the Loser, 


E. R,. Chapman & Cv., members of the 
Stock Exchange, whose main office is at 
80 Broadway, issued a public statement 
yesterday admitting that a former em- 
ploye had forged the indorsement of the 
firm to checks totaling $30,000 and made 
away with the proceeds. 

The case has not yet been called to the 
attention of either the police or the Pin- 
kertons. The announcement states that 
the loss will have to be borne by the 
trust company which accepted the forged 
paper. 

Lehman A. Cooper, yachtsman and 
former member of the Exchange and until 
a few days ago manager of the uptown 
office of B. R. Chapman & Co., has not 
been at the office for several days. His 
wife, when seen at her home in Larch- 
mont last night, said she did not know 
where her husband was. 

There had been gossip in Stock Ex- 
change circles since Monjay that some 
sort of trouble was brewing in the firm, 
and yester@ay, in order to set at rest the 
irresponsible rumors which had reached a 
wildly exaggerated stage, the firm, 
through its board member, William C. 
Van Antwerp, issued a statement telling 
of the defalcation, without naming either 
the absconding employe or the banking 
institution which had accepted the forged 
checks, This is the statement: 


E. R. Chapman & Co.'s Statement, 


A few days ago we discovered that a 
check drawn to our order by one of our 
customers had been diverted by an em- 
ploye of one of our branch offices to his 
own uses, our indorsement having been 
forged. Subsequent inquiry developed the 
fact that four other checks had been simi- 
larly diverted fraudulently, the total amount 
of all these various items being In the 
neighborhood of $30,000. In each case the 
indorsement was forged on the check and 
the check deposited with a trust company 
to the account of our employe, 

Of course, the trust company that accept- 
ed a forged indorsement is responsibie, and 
we have no lanility in the matter. This 
firm has Incurred no lability and will suf- 
fer no loss in this connectidn. 


Members of the firm refused to go into 
detatis. as to the manner in. which the 
employe had “made away with the 
checks without discovery, ‘but it was 
learned that the first check appropriated 
had been dated some months back and 
the others had been sent in by the cus- 
tomer periodically since that date. The 
employe had the highest standing with 
the firm, and there was no suspicion of 
anything wrong until the customer ap- 
peared at the downtown office on Mon- 
day and demanded that his account be 
straightened out. The firm called on the 
uptown office, which handled the ac- 
count, for explanations, and it was then 
learned that the employe had not been 
seen that day. ~ 

Chapman & Co. untill recently main- 
tajned an office in the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company’s building, at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth Street, under the 
management of Mr, Cooper. It was the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company which ac- 
cepted the forged checks. President Keep 
of the trust company said last night that 
the company had accepted checks from 
Cooper to be deposited to his own ac- 
count on which Chapman & Co. said that 
their indorsement had been forged. These 
checks, however, Mr. Keep said, did not 
number five, and did not total $30,000. 
Cooper’s balance in the trust company’s 
custody, he said, was now insignificant. 

According to Mr. Keep, counse] for the 
trust company were not willing yet to 
acknowledge that the full responsibility 
for the loss would fall on the company. 
No steps had been taken yet to prosecute 
the forger, he said. In fact, no legal 
proof had yet been presented that forger- 
ies had been committed. 


Who Lehman A. Cooper Is. 


Lehman A. Cooper, whose disappearance 
so oddly coincided with the discovery of 
the forgery, was a graduate of Yale and 
had been connected in one way or an- 
other with several brokerage firms since 
he first came to Wall Street after his 
graduation. He became a member of the 
Stock Exchange on March 16, 1899, and 
was at first with the firm of Herman 


Clarke & Co. 

Later he was a member of the firm of 
Hunter, Cooper & Beadleston and of 
Cooper, Cramp & Beadleston. After the 
dissolution of the latter ‘firm he was a 
floor broker and had desk room with A. 
H. Combs & Co. He was known in the 
Street and around the hotels uptown, 
where he was constantly seen in the 
groups of Stock Exchange operators called 
the ‘‘ uptown crowd,” as ‘“‘ Bob" Cooper, 
a nickname which had survived from his 
college Gaye. He was known to be hap- 

{ly married and frequently entertained 

is friends at his home in Larchmont, 
where he was prominent in yachting cir- 
cles. He was a member of the Larchmont 

Yacht Club, the Manhattan, the Turf and 
Field, the Southern Society, and the Met- 
ropolitan Club of Washington. His class 
at Yale was ‘91.

SKETCHES OF CANDIDATES. 


Chanler Connected with the Astors— 
Dix Nephew of Gov. Dix. 


LEWIS STUYVESANT CHANLER was 
born at Newport, R. I., in 1869. His 
father was John Winthrop Chanler, a 
Sachem in Tammany Hall. On his moth- 
er’s side Mr, Chanler belongs to the Astor 
family. He is a graduate of Columbia 


and Cambridge University, England. He 
studied law and for many years prac- 
ticed criminal law in this city, gaining 
@ reputation through the number of 


cases he took up without compensation. 
In 1896 he retired temporarily from prac- 


tice and went to England. 

He then became interested in politics 
and was prominent among the members 
of the Parnellite party in Ireland. He 
was a founder of the Irish Independent 
League, Later, on again returning to 
New York, he entered politics and re- 


sumed his law practice. For several 
years his political activities were confined 
to Dutchess County. In 1903 and 1905 he 
was a member of the Board of Super- 
visors. 

In. 1906 Mr. Chanler was a candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor on the tiekets of the 
Democratic Party and the Independence 
League, which nominated William Ran- 
dolph Hearst for Governor. With the ex- 
ception of Mr. Hearst, the entire ticket 
was elected. 

JOHN A. DIX of Washington, 
nated for Lieutenant Governor, 
candidate for the Governorship nomina- 
tion at the Buffalo Convention two years 
ago, receiving seventeen votes. He came 
into prominence at that time by bolting 
the Hearst ticket. He is a nephew of 
Gen. John A. Dix, once Governor of the 
State, and who, as United States. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, issued the famous 
order: “If any man attempts to pull down 
the American flag, shoot him on the 
spot.”’ 

JOHN 8. WHALEN, renominated as 
Secretary of State, was born in Roches- 
ter in 1868. He attained prominence as 
a National organizer of the Tobacco 
Workers’ International Union, and as 
President of the Rochester local union 
| No. 28 prior to his election in 1906, He 
never received pay for his work for labor 
unions, working voluntarily. He served 
three terms as President of the Central 
Trades and Labor Council of Rochester.

Guarantee of Bank Deposits. 


“In discussing the guarantee of bank 
deposits, he betrays t same tendency 
to substitute gloomy forebodings for rea- 
s0n and argument.

“In Oklahoma the pion has been put 
into operation, and it has resulted in the 
best regulation of banks that any State 
has yet attempted, and although some 
seven months have passed the guarantee 
fund has not been reduced a dollar, the 
only failure was promptly settled without 
loss to depositors and without inconven- 
fence to the community, and the assets 
of the bank when collected were sufficient 
to reimburse the fund. 


Trust Question Scare. 


“The third scare presented by Mr. Taft 
is in the discussion of the trust question. 
He says that ‘Mr. Roosevelt would com- 
pel the trusts to conduot their business in 
a lawful manner, and secure the benefits 
of their operation and the maintenance of 
the prosperity of the country, of which 
they are-an important part, while Mr. 
Bryan would extirpate and destroy the 
entire business in order to stamp out the 
evils which they have practiced.’ 

“Here is a contention by Mr. Taft that

SPRAKS AT

Cheered and Heartily Welcomed 
by Gatherings at Hudson 
and Nassau. 


GRATEFUL FOR KIND WORDS 


Regards People’s Interest In Conduct 
of Public Affairs as a Whole- 
some Sign.

HUDSON, Sept. 16.—Gov. Hughes on his 
visit to the Hudson Fair to-day found the 
city gayly decorated and crowds coming 
on every boat and train. The train bear- 
ing the vernor’s party was nearly an 
hour late. Shortly after 2 o’clock the 
Governor, escorted by Company F, Tenth 
Regiment, N. G. N. Y., and automobiles 
carrying the Reception Committee, pro- 
ceeded to the fair grounds. 

When the grounds were reached Gov. 
Hughes was received with much cheering 
and applause from the 10,000 persons 
there. He held the close attention of his 
audience and there were frequent out- 
bursts of applause. Not once during his 
entire speech did the Governor refer to 
his nomination or to the coming cam- 
paign. 

Gov. Hughés spoke of the importance 
of farmers keeping abreast of all ad- 
vancement in their occupations, and of 
the value of such an institution as the 
agricultural experiment station conducted 
at Cornell University, and the course 
which is open there for farmers. 

“Offices were not created to give cer- 
tain people the opportunity to draw salar- 
les from the State,” said Gov. Hughes. 
“Some Legislatures propose arbitrary 
measures at times which are unjust, and 
the great question to determine is what 
is fair and just.’”’ The foundation stone of 
government and law is to maintain order 
and to enforce what the people have put 
into the Constitution, I do not take much 
stock in schemes of reform at the top if 
schemes of reform at the bottom are for- 
gotten, Our citizens want straight and 
honest administration, and all we want is 
the patient consideration of all questions 
which concern the public, and then jus- 
tice and conscience will be supreme.” 

At the close of his speech the military 
company formed lines at the base of the 
speaker’s stand, and the Governor shook 
hands with many people. 

At the fair he was met by’a delegation 
from the Rensselaer fair at Nassau, who 
escorted him to a special car on the Al- 
bany & Hudson Raltlroad awaiting at the 
entrance to the grounds, which conveyed 
the Governor to Nassau, where he deliv- 
ered another address. Senator George B. 
Agnew was among those who sat on the 
speakers’ platform. 

The Governor’s presence on the ground 
caused no trouble among horsemen, nor 
was there any threatened. State In- 
spectors on the grounds saw that there 
was no violation of the law against 
gambling. 

As the Governor's party entered the 
grounds the band struck up the hymn 


“Onward, Christian Soldier.” 

The Governor said to-day, regarding his 
renomination: 

I have been much affected by the kind as- 
surances that I have-been receiving. The 
deep interest which the people are taking in 
the conduct of their affairs is a most 
wholesome sign. I wish to express to those 
who so generously testified to their con- 
fidence and their desire that I should be 
renominated my cordial appreciation. I 
shall endeavor to show this by giving to 
the State, if I am re-elected, the best service 
of which I am capable. 

The Governor to-day received many 
telegrams of congratulation on his re- 
nomination. One was from President 
Roosevelt. It was as follows: 

“TIT heartily congratulate you on your 
nomination.”

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Sept. 16.—The 
Republican campaign in Pennsylvania was 
opened in the armory here to-night at a 
mass meeting attended by more than 5,000 
persons.

FOLLOWING BRYAN’S ROUTE 


Candidate Regards Western Tour as of 
Greatest Importance—Eastern 
and Southern Trips. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 16.—Judge 
Taft's first address on his Western speak- 
ing tour will be made at Brook, Ind., on 
Sept. 23. It will be at a big Republican 
rally on the farm of George Ade, the 
Hoosier humorist and politician. This 
was decided upon at a conference in the 
Sinton Hotel headquarters to-day of 
Judge Taft and Arthur I. Vorys, his chief 
of staff; National Chairman Frank H. 
Hitchcock, Senator Joseph M. Dixon of 
Montana, National Committeeman Charles 
Nagel of Missouri, and Judge Richard P. 
Allinger of Seattle, Washington, member 
of the Republican Advisory Committee 
and former United States Land Commis- 
sioner. 

Senator Dixon, who has personally ar- 
ranged the details of the Western itiner- 
ary of Judge Taft, announced it as fol- 
Wwws: 

‘Secretary Taft will start on his West- 
ern trip, leaving Cincinnati on the morn- 
ing of Sept. 23, speaking at Brook, Ind., 
at George Ade’s farm at noon; the night 
of Sept. 24 at Milwaukee, Wis.; at Madi- 


son, Wis., Sept. 25; St. Paul and Minne- 


apolis Sept. 26; Sunday, the 27th, he will 
rest at Minneapolis. He will leave Minne- 
apolis Monday morning, Sept. 28, have a 
daylight run through Minnesota, speaking 
at Fargo, N. D., that night. Sept. 29 he 
will be in South Dakota, speaking at the 
Corn Palace Fair at Mitchell in the after- 
noon. Sept. 80 he will speak at Fort 
Dodge, Iowa, at noon and at Omaha, Neb., 
at night. Oct. 1 will be a daylight West- 
ern trip through Nebraska, speaking at 
Denver, Col., on the night of Oct. 2. Oct, 
8 will be an east-bound trip through Kan- 
sas, speaking at Topeka that. night. Sun- 
day, Oct. 4, he will rest at Kansas City. 


“ Oct. 5 will be a daylight trip through 


Missouri, with a speech at noon at St. 


Joseph. He will reach St. Louis on the 
morning of Oct. 6, and will remain in that 
city all day, reaching Chicago in order to 
open the Deep Waterways Convention at 
11:30 o’clock Thursday, Oct. 7, leaving 
Chicago about 1 o’clock to attend the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the Lincoln-Douglas 
debate at Galesburg, Ill., at 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon. This is all of the itinerary 
that can be announced at this time. The 
details of the trips between these impor- 
tant places will be arranged for by the 
Chairmen of the committees.” 


Eastern and Southern Trips Wait. 


Chairman Hitchcock stated that the 
Eastern and Southern trips had been dis- 
cussed, but no attempt will be made at 
this time to arrange the itineraries. He 
said, however, that it had been decided 


that Judge Taft was to speak in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, and possibly in 
North Carolina, The Western trip, he 
said, had been arranged in Chicago at a 
meeting which the National Committee- 
men of all of the Western States attend- 
ed. Chairman Hitchcock also said that 
Senator Foraker would make an extensive 
speaking tour in the East, where his 
services are much in demand. His first 
speech will be made In New York City, 
Oct. 1.’" He will return to Ohio, where he 
will qaake several addresses, beginning 
Oct: 12. 

Judge Taft's attention was called to a 
telegram from Chicago saying that a 
movement was on foot to have a joint de- 
bate between himself and Mr. Bryap at 
Galesburg, Ill., Oct. 7, when the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Lincoln-Douglas de- 
bates will be celebrated. The Republican 
nominee asserted that there was no foun- 
j dation for the story. 

The itinerary as arranged goes only as 
far as Galesburg, and for the present it 
will remain undetermined as to whether 
| Judge Taft shall come to his home here 
!in Cincinnati immediately after the meet- 
ing at Galesburg, or shall continue his 
trip from that point. 

Two other trips are to be made. The 
one ts to cover the South, or, rather, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Georgia, and 
there {s to be an Eastern trip which will 
include Virginia, Maryland, and New 
York. The itineraries for these trips 
have not as yet been taken up, but will 
be within the next week. 


Western Tour Important. 


The importance of this Western trip 
cannot be overestimated, and Judge Taft 
believes that it will accomplish great good 
for- the National ticket. He is to be ac- 
companied by two, and possibly three, 
well-known party speakers. One of these, 
it is announced. will be Senator Dolliver | 


of Iowa. The other speaker will be a man | 
well known in the West, while the third, | 
if there be a third in the party, will be 
an Bastern man. These details are being 
worked out by Senator Dixon. 

Chairman Hitchcock had a long confer- 
ence with Judge Taft and Mr. Vorys in} 
the morning, at which various features} 
of the campaign were discussed and re-} 
ports were received. Mr. Hitchcock told} 
the nominee that a sharp, dashing cam-| 
!paign would be made from now on. He 
| says he is well satisfied with conditions| 
prevailing over the country. One of the} 
important pieces of news which Mr. 
Hitchcock imparted to Mr. Taft was the| 
result of the polls which are now being 
taken under the direction of the National | 
Committee, and which have been partially 
reported to him as a basis for figures. 
The nature of these was not announced. 

The fact that Judge Taft is to be taken 
| through the Northwestern States of Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas indicates .the 
character of the campaign which is to be 
made by the Republican Committee from 
this time on. William Jennings Bryan has 
just recently made a trip through this 
country, and Mr. Taft proposes to follow 
in his tracks. The trip into Colorado is 
also considered timely. The State is one 
of the most promising of those which Mr. 
Bryan has had with him on account of the 
free coinage of silver issue. The tariff 
question {s now interesting the State, and 
in his Denver speech it is expected that 
considerable time will be given to the 
discussion of that subject by Judge Taft.

OF NOTE SWINDLES: 


Alleged Victims Say “* Doc ” Mor- 
ton, Caught in Philadelphia, 
Got $35,000 Notes by Fraud. 


BOGUS FINANCIAL BACKING’ 


Little Money Received on the Notes, | 
but Large Sums Paid to Get Them 
Back—Hitch in Extradition. 


George N. Morton, a broker and ex- 


yastor, better known as ‘* Doc’’ Morton, 
or whom the police and the District At- 
torney have be2n searching for the last! 
three months on account of certain note 
transactions, was arrested yesterday in 
Philadeiphia. There are two distinct 
charges of larceny against him, one in- 
Elliott Trautwein has already been held | 
in a police court, involving $25,000. <As! 
soon as Assistant District Attorney Kin-| 
dleberger heard of his arrest he eom- 
municated the nature of the charges to 
Philadelphia, and began to arrange for 
Morton's extradition. 

The complainants against Morton are 
Roger Morgan, Treasurer of the Hopper- 
Morgan Company, manufacturers of 
school supplies of Watertown, N, Y., and 
Frank B. Burns, a dealer in novelties of 
Newark, N, J. They told their stories to 
Mr. Kindleberger about three months ago. 
Each complainant charged that he had 
given notes to be discounted, and had 
never received in return the money or 
the notes. 

The news of Morton’s arrest was a sur-| 
prise to Mr. Kindleberger. He sent word 
to the witnesses in the case with a view} 
to placing the matter before the Grand! 
Jury. Then he arranged to have Detect-| 
ives Nelson and Allen go to Philadelphia | 
to get the prisoner, but when he applied |

Burns says he heard no more about 
these notes until on Nov. 20, 1905, he met 
Morton, who, Burns says, told him that 
he was President of the Emerson Manu- 
facturing Company or the Emerson Shoe 
Company, of Boston; that he had had 
the ten notes, but had turned them over 
to one Michael C, Hayes, Treasurer of 
his company,, because Hayes could “ raise 
more money than any other man in the 
United States.’’ This, Butns says, was 
the last he ever heard of his notes until 
he found that they had passed Into the 
hands of strangers. Then he had to pay

On May 5, 1905, at the Astor House, 
Morgan turned over notes aggregating 
$10,0.0. Later Morton, according to Mor- 
gan, came to him and said he couldn't 
discount the notes then, but hé could and 
would “rent them put” for four months 
at 10 per cent. of their face-value in 
cash—$1,000—and he would see that the 
notes were taken care of at maturity or 
returned with no liability to Hopper, 
Morgan & Co. 

Some time later, Morgan says, Morton 
did pay $625 on account of the $1,000 
agreed upon, but he never paid the bal- 
ance, never returned the notes, and never 
made any apparent effort to take care of 
the notes at maturity.

FRENCH PRESS IRRITATED 


At German Press Comment on Franco- 
Spanish Moroccan Note. 


PARIS, Sept. 16.—The French press is 
displaying much irritation over the violent 
criticisms of the Franco-Spanish note re- 
garding Morocco that are appearing in 
the newspapers of Germany, but the Gov- 
ernment is for the present content with 
the assurances received yesterday from 
Herr Stemrich, Acting Foreign Secretary 
for Germany, that the note would be 
studied in an amicable spirit.

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TO REPORT BIG BANK LOANS. 


Controller Plans Co-operation of dls 
Examiners and Clearing Houses. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—To work out 
a plan of close co-operation between the 
office of the Controller of the Currency, 
the Bank Examiners, and the various 
Clearing House Associations of the Unit- 
ed States, Controller Murray will ask the 
Clearing House Associations to send a 
committee to Washington to consult with 
him and the Bank Examiners In the large 
cities, 

He has also decided to establish an of- 
fice in his bureau to which Bank Exam- 
{ners throughout the country will send in- 
formation of any unusual facts in connec- 
tion with loans tn their territories, this 
office acting in a sense as an information 
clearing house. Bank Examiners who 
may discover loans in unusual quantities 
made to either local or outside concerns 
will be expected to apply to this office for 
information as to what other Examiners 
have reported regarding loans to the same 
concern. 

Under the present system a Bank Ex- 
aminer has no means of knowing what 
loans a concern may have negotiated

WAGES AND FOOD PRICES. 


Bureau of Labor Gives Statistics 
Showing Conditions Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—The average 
wages per hour in the principal manu- 
facturing and mechanical industries of the 
country were 3.7 per cent. higher in 1907 
than in 1906, while retail prices of food 
were 4.2 per cent. higher, according to the 
July report of the Bureau of Labor. The 
regular hours of labor per week were 
four-tenths of 1 per cent. lower. 

The retail price of principal articles of 
food was 20.6 per cent. higher in 1907 than 
for the period of 1890 to 1899. Compared 


with the average for the same ten-year 
period, the foo urchasing power of an 
hour’s wage in 1907 was 6.8 per cent.

BODY WEIGHT AND VITALITY. 

It is better to be underweight than 
overweight. This is the conclusion of 
Dr. BRANDRETH Symonps tn a study of 
life insurance weights published re- 
cently by The Medical Record. Basing 
his observations upon two records in- 
dependently compiled, embracing 200,- 
000 weights of males shod and clad in 
ordinary clothing, Dr. Symonps finds 
that the standard weight of little men 
increases steadily with age up to the 
year 45; to the year 50 among middle- 
sized men, and to the year 55, or even 
60, for tal) men. Each added inch in 
height adds 3 per cent. to the weight. 
Women at the age of 20 are six to nine 
pounds lighter than men of the same 
height at 20, but the difference be-

Travis, After Being Six Down, 
Defeats Wilder in Record 
Championship Game. 


VICTOR LOUDLY CHEERE 


Byers Beats John Ward on the Fortl- 
eth Green—Travers Triumphs 
Easily Over Edwards.

Never before in the history of the Na- 
tlonal golf champfonship of the United 
States have two such sensational finishes 
been seen as were witnessed yesterday by 
a@ large gallery on the links of the Garden 
City Golf Club. Walter J. Travis, who 
has held the National title three times, 
created a new record for hard and long- 
fought matches in a championship con- 
test. He won his game “ by the skin of 
his teeth,” but literally by an easy put 
on the forty-first hole after one of the 
grandest uphill fights ever seen in a nota- 
ble event, from the Harvard golf Cap- 
tain, H. H. Wilder. While this struggle 
was going on another struggle was in 
progress between Eben M. Byers of Pitts-/ 
burg, the title holder in 1906, and John 
M. Ward, who put the ex-champion, Find- 
lay Douglas, out of the running on the 
preceding day. Forty holes were needed 
to settle this game, and Byers triumphed. 

Golf of this character, and especially 
when the matches called for double 
rounds of the links, thirty-six holes,, adds 
a peculiar distinction to the present tour- 
nament and the competitors chiefly in- 
volved that will make the 1908 cham- 
pionship famous for years to come. 
Travis’s victory was all the more re- 
markable from the fact that at the twen- 
ty-third hole he was six down. He fin- 
ished the first eighteen holes in the morn- 
ing four to the bad. When he allowed the 
Harvard golfer to increase the lead to six, 
Travis's friends in the gallery shook their 
heads doubtingly. It looked as though the 
veteran of every championship since 1898 
was about to succumb again to one of 
the brilliant youngsters of recent years. 

Not a muscle of Travis’s face, not the 
slightest movement in his methodical, 
easy gait betrayed the fact that Wilder’s 
big lead was of the least consequence 
to him. 

On the thirty-first hole Travis suc- 
ceeded in reducing the lead to four. Then 


the next was halved and, in golfing par- 
lance, Wilder was, dormie 4. To secure 
a chance to tie é@ match, Travis must 
win every hole of the remaining four, It 
was a task sufficient to make the hardiest 
golfer tremble, and there was just about 
one chance in a hundred that it might be 
done. The Harvard golfer went into the

third of the match—and Travis won. 
Both got long. drives to the next, but 
Wilder found the bunker on his second, 
Travis winning easily in 4 to 6. Travis 
drove into the rough grass from the sev- 
enteenth tee, but got out beautifully and 
ran down a long put for a four, Wilder 
missing for a half. Travis had now won 
three straight, and the tricky home hols 
remained with the drive across the pond. 
Both reached the green safely, Trivas a 
few feet nearer the hole, He ran his put 
within an inch or two of the cup and 
was down in three, Wilder missing hfs 
third to halve the hole and win the match. 
A mighty shout went up from the 500 
or more persons gathered in front of the 
clubhouse at this exceptional achieve- 
ment of the “ grand old man,” as Travis 
is familiarly known among the old guard. 

The faintest sort of a smile passed 
across Travs’s bronzed face, and with the 
biggest crowd that has beer seen on the 
course this week the rivals prepared to 
settle the match by playing the extra 
hole. But it required not one hole to de- 
cide the victor, but five. Each man 
payed admirably, and the way in which 
he young Harvard golfer held the expe- 
rienced veteran was a treat to behold. 
Finally the crucial shot came on the fifth 
green, 304 yards, when Travis, laying his 
approach out dead, ran down for a three, 
Wilder taking the par four. It was a

Hooper and Charles T. Terry for the 
American Automobile Association. 

The text of the agreement is as fol. 
lows: 


Conference committees representing the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association and the Automo- 
bile Club of America have for several days 
been negotiating a settlement of differences be- 
tween these bodies. These committees finally 
reached a conclusion, which was ratified by 
the Board of Governors of the club a few days 
ago and by the Executive Committee of the 
association at an adjourned meetigg held to- 
day. 

The understanding disposes of the controver- 
sy and establishes friendly relations. 

It is agreed that the Automobile Club of 
America ig the only American member of the 
International Association of recognized auto- 
moblie clubs, and that it ts and ghall be the 
only authority in America for the drafting of 
rules affecting and for the granting of sanc- 
tions for international races and for the regu- 
lation of such races in this country. On the 
other hand, the matter of the sanction of and 
the formulation of rules for local and National 
races Is agreed to be as heretofore in the sole 
power and jurisdiction of the association. The 
two bodies agree to co-operate with each other 
in making the Vanderbilt Cup race and the 
Savannah Grand Prize race successes. After 
the races of this year the t#vo cups are to be 
deeded to an independent racing association 
and are to be contested for annually, the Grand 
Prize Cup as the international trophy, and the 
Vanderbilt Cup as the National trophy.

Mr. Bingham’s Statement, 


Here is his statement: 


My attention has been called to a serious 
complaint, made by Jewish citizens, concern- 
ing @ passage in an article recently pub- 
lished in The North American Review, en- 
titled ‘‘ Foreign Criminals in New York,”’ 
in which I said that, under existing condi- 
tions, “it is not astonishing that with a 
million Hebrews, mostly Russian, in the 
city (one-fourth of the population) perhaps 
half of the criminals should be of that 
race,’’ and in which comment was made on 
the percentage of Jewish boys in the House 
of Refuge. 

My purpose in writing the article was not 
to publish statistics nor to enter upon a sci- 
entific inquiry into the race or religion of 
those charged with criminality, but solely 
to make a plea for a secret service fund in 
“order that criminality might be more effect- 
ively dealt with than is now possible 

To indicate the necessity for additional 
Weapons to cope with crime, it was pointed 
out that crimes of various kinds are commit- 
ted by those of our population who are of 
foreign origin, which cannot be adequately 
Teached by the police force as now consti- 
tuted. It was only incidentally that the re- 
marks were made which have been chal- 
lenged. 

The figures used in the article were not 
compiled by myself, but were furnished me 
by others and were, unfortunately, assumed 
to be correct. It now appears, however, 
that these figures were unreliable. Hence 
it becomes m My duty frankly to say so and 
repudiate the 

The idea which I sought to impress was 
that the number of foreigners with whom 
the police come (in contact is very large and 
that a special Knowledge of racial customs 
and manners is essential to the attainment 
of the best results by the police in the inves- 
tigations of crimes committed by and against 
those of foreign origin. 

The percentage given of Jewish boys in 
the House of Refuge is, it appears, also mis- 
leading. ‘This proportion of boys, it is now 

ointed out, should be considered not solely 

m relation to the total number of boys in 
the House of Refuge, but with reference to 
the total number of boys in all similar in- 
stitutions where boys of this age and of 
Other races and faiths are sent. The propor- 
tion of Jewish boys considered in relation 
to the inmates of other like institutions 
would be, of course, radically different. 

In view of all this and of the fact that 
many estimable citizens feel hurt by what I 
wrote without the slightest malice, preju- 
dice, or unfriendliness, for I have none, I 
withdraw the statements challenged, frank- 
ly and without reserve. I shall look for- 
ward with interest to the result of the re- 
search of the committee of representative 
citizens which is now engaged in making an 
accurate and exhaustive study of this whole 
question and shall be glad to meet them. 


Manly Disclaimer, Mr. Marshall Says. the Medical Corps:

after reading this: 

Commissioner Bingham is entitled to 
credit for the manly and courageous man- 
ner in which he has acknowledged his er- 
ror, and has retracted what he said in his 
article in The North American Review 
with regard to criminality among the Jews. 
I am convinced that in writing his article 
he was not actuated by the slightest feel- 
ing of hostility toward the Jews, but that 
he was merely seeking to support his thesis 
by what he considered to be proper argu- 
ments, but which, unfortunately, were in 
past based on incorrect premises. His frank 

nition that he had unwittingly wronged 
the the Jewish people will be accepted by them 
in the same frank and manly spirit. The 
incident should be considered closed. 
Personal investigation has convinced me 
that his estimate was grossly inaccurate, 
from any point of view, and that his fig- 
ures, which were not im any way based on 
statistics or official data, must have been 
in part iffluenced by the mental habit 
which prevails among the police of deem- 
ing every man convicted as soon as he is 
arrested. and of considering every man a 
criminal no matter on what charge he is 
summoned before a court. Such an esti- 
mate would include a large body of offenses 
which are not crimes and a number of 
individuals who are in no sense criminals. 
This Commissioner Bingham now recognizes, 
and every good citizen will gain added re- 
spect for him, because he, of his own ac- 
cord, has made public amends for his error. 


Francis J. Oppenheimer, the writer, 
said last night, speaking for the Fed- 
erated Jews, that all was now harmony 
between Commissioner Bingham and those 
who raised the protest against his racial 
crime statistics. He had seen the Com- 
missioner yesterday, Mr. Oppenheimer 
said, and he and his associates were con- 
vinced that the Commissioner was sin- 
eere in his retraction, as he verbally 
praised the progressive upright Jew. 


Jews Ask Bingham to Address Them. 


‘Mr. Opponheimer said further that 
Plans which had been considered, calling 
for the dismissal of the Commissioner by 
Mayor McClellan, and for a march of 
protest to the City Hall, had now been 


abandoned. At an early date, sald Mr. 
Oppenheimer, Commissioner Bingham will 
be asked to address a meeting of Jews 
and to speak to them straight from the 
shoulder, inasmuch as they are as anxious 
as Gen. Bingham to eradicate wrong- 
doing on the part of members of their 
race. 


Rabbi Magnes Satisfied. 


Dr. J. L. Magnes, rabbi of Temple 
Emanu-El, last night had this to say: 

“Commissioner Bingham’s retraction of 
his statement concerning § criminality 
among the Jews of New York is complete. 
The Jewish people is not thirsting for 
revenge. It knows how to value a manly 
admission of error. As far as the remarks 


and the article of Commissioner Bingham 
are concerned the incident may be re- 
garded as closed,

however, saould draw cee deductions 
from this incident, ey need a. per- 
manent and representative organization 
that we 
defend their rights ana liberties, and that

HOLD A A MAN FOR 


Leonard Osterholm Says He Was 
in Fights the Night the 
Captain Was Killed. 


NOT A MURDER BY THUGS 


Prisoner Says He Cannot Remember 
What Happened—Seems Un- 
afraid and Cheerful. 


Locked up in Police Headquarters late 
last night was a tall young Swede, Ed- 
ward Leonard Osterholm by name and by 
trade a bricklayer. The charge made 
against him by Detectives Schueing and 
Sullivan was homicide, in that he had 
killed Capt. Daniel Moriarty, for thirteen 
years Commander of the Quarantine 
steamer State of New York, on Sept. 5 
last by striking him in a street fight. 

Osterholm seemed unafraid, and ev 
cheerful, when he Was arraigned in the 
Detective Bureau. He declared that re- 
garding events on Sept. 5 his mind was 
almost a blank. 

“I was drunk all day,” he said. “I 
can remember only wandering around 
from saloon to saloon getting more drinks 
In each place. I recall dimly that I got 
into several altercations, &nd I. think that 
after one of them I ran away. I do 
not remember what I did or with whom 
I was.” 

The police believe that Osterholm’s story 
is probably true and that he struck the 
blow which it is charged killed Capt. 
Morairty while badly intoxicated. In fact, 
the police declare that what at first was 
believed to be a brutal murder by street 
thugs was actually only a drunken street 
brawl, 

The Captain’s death, when it occurred, 
was hedged about with much mystery by 
the police. Mrs. Moriarty was seated in 
her window. and heard the dispute which 
resulted later in the death of her hus- 
band. A few minutes later hé came in 
dazed and unable to tell what had hap- 
pened. Then he lapsed into unconsclous- 
ness and died eight hours later of hem- 
orrhage of the brain, induced by a blow 
on the head which had fractured his 
skull. 

Detective Scheuing; who started an in- 
vestigation, learned that Capt. Moriarty 
and @ man named Wallace had been in a 
saloon at 165th Street and Ogden Avenue, 
the Bronx, just a block away from the 
Captain’s home, until 1 o'clock on the 
morning of his death. When the men 
left the saloon, the detective learned, they 
met on the corner two couples, one com- 
posed of Charles Wilen of 995 Summit 
Avenue and Osterholm, and the other of 
two men named Walter Mann and James 
McLaughlin. 

The three groups got into an argument. 
According to the detectives McLaughlin 
struck Osterholm, and the bricklayer, be- 
ing uncertain who had hit him, attacked 
the Captain. Then they separatea. 
Scheuing traced Wilen, and he was ar- 
rested on Monday. Through him the de- 
tective learned the ey, of his com- 
panion, and from Wallace learned that it 
was this companion who struck the blow. 
It was a simple matter to trace Oster- 
holm. After following him to Newark, 
the detective learned that he had gone to 
Middletown, N. J., on a freight train. 

Coroner Schwannecke, who had been in- 
vestigating the death of Capt. Moriar ty, 
issued a warrant for Osterholm on the de- 
tective’s testimony, and yesterday Scheu- 
ing, Sullivan, and Policeman Weiss, who 
had been on post at the time of the fight, 
and who had then seen Osterholm, started 
for Middletown. They learned that Oster- 
holm had been working there on the new 
mansion being built by Webb. Horton. 
They went to the Horton estate, but 
found that Mr. Horton had died on.Tues- 
day night, and in consequence work on 
the place had been temporarily abandoned. 

Then they traced Osterholm to a Raines 
law hotel at 58 Fulton Street, Middle- 
town. He offered no resistance when the 
detectives told him he was under arrest 
ane agreed to accompany them to this 
city. 

The quartet reached here soon before 
11 o'clock, and the detectives took their 
prisoner te the Bronx Detective Bureau, 
where his pedigree was taken. He said 
he was 31 years old and lived in this city 
at 204 East 126th Street. Then he was 
taken to Headquarters and locked up. 

Coroner Schwannecke will hold an in- 
quest in the case to-morrow and Oster- 
holm will be arraigned before him. 

Detective Scheuing declared last night 
that the police had not intended to make 
a mystery of the case. He said that Mrs, 
Moriarty had not been cautioned to say 
nothing about the affair, but had only 
been told to say nothing about having 
seen Osterholm leave the home of Wilen 
in the basement of the Summit Avenue 
address. This information Scheuing got 
from Mrs. Moriarty after he had learned 
that it was a companion of Wilen who 
had struck Moriarty. He feared, he said, 
that if this news became public Ostenholm 
might escape.
